1, Sec 8, 
Clause 4 So n* to relieve every honest debtor, 
on hisgiviftg up his properlvy from all legal oh 
iigatiou, there would have been paid by insbi- 
rent rlehtors ten duilfirs for one that has been 
paid. Fiiemis. might have he1(Wd theiilinbu*i 
ne«s, but this they would not do, nor would any 
lioncSl debtor receive, when he knew that a- 
loonnshtf got a little property in possessron. 
some cagle-eyc<l creditor mi.'ht come and 
seize it all. Besides, he would ^ tvilh a light 
heart, have cxertcrl all his powers to.ohtain (he 
tnenns of pat ing his rleht*, for thclaw of honor, 
am) (he moral law, he still felt strongly himling 
him to this duty.

Another evil is — power. 'I'heir power t > 
operate upon our libertie*, privih ges ami civil 
in*littttion?.

correct principles, and that he must have 
labored under some mirbid derangement 
of mind — compare what he says is our 
maxim, with what he says a few senten- 
ces above: he says, wo are against the 
agriculture 'and labor of the county', and 
directly afterwards says that we are for 
more land and more cattle; apd nowjgen- 
tle render, please reconcile them if you 
can. If we were to attempt to e.xpose all 
the little discrepances that appear in this 
production, it would take more time than 
we at this time sec proper to hestow,! 
snflicc it to say, that we have shown the 
whole foundation is sandy, and having 
sapped, that, the supcrsirncture must nec- 
essarily fall to the ground. 

In conclusion wo would say to the free- 
men of Favette, that the acts of the 
Chilesburg precinct are before you: they 
are the clftliberate convictions oF our 
minds. This meeting was not gottenup, 
to stir up strife and discord, nor was it 
gotten up by aspirants for office; thfire 
are no office seekers among us tliat we 
know of, although we are persuaded that 
it would bo better for ns, and our staid 
might yet be saved from' bankrupey, 
■were we -to elect sober steady farmers to 
the Legislature, instead of pettifoggers', 
who are loitering about the streets of 
the ciiy, in the groceries and grog shops,, 
and at the card tables. We have no hos- 
tile feelings towards a meinher of the 
County Coort, nor have we any towards 
the members of the Legislature; hut we 
do believe they have transcended 'the 
bounds of their authority, we care not 
for the money; wo had rather pay four 
times as much in accordance with the 
constitution of our country, than to see 
one dollar paid in violation of that sacred 
compact.

Marshal!, in a brii;f and forcihlc address, 
e.xptained the object of the meeting; 
whereupon it was moved, tluit a wmmil- 
tee be appointed lo draw up resolutions 
expressive of the v iews of ibis meeting. 

A committee was appointed, consis- 
ting of Dr. Ale.x. K. Marshall, Geo. 
Shanklin and Richard H.Ridgely, Esqrs,, 
who, after retiring a few momeiils pre- 
sented several resolutions, wliicli were 
ably discussed by Alessrs. Marshall, 
Shanklin, Wake, and Ridgely. II. Daniel, 
Esq. then addressed the meeting and of- 
fered the following resolutions, as a sub- 
stitute for those presented hy the commit 
tee, which being read, were unanimous- 
ly adopted. 

Itesolced, That whilst the citizens of 
Jussamiiie, seriously lament the financial 
derangement of the country, they must 
acknowledge the absolute necessity 
which compelled the Banks of Kentucky 
to suspend payment in specie. 

Kesohed, That this meeting have en- 
tire confidence in the officers of the dif- 
ferent Banks of Kentucky, and believe 
the Banks fully able lo resume the pay- 
ment of specie as soon cs iheBanksof 
other Stales will do the same. 

Wesohed, That the citizens composing 
this meeting, will endeavour to sustain 
the currency of our Niale, by receiving 
for oiir produce or properly, the notes of 
the Banks of Kentucky, on the same 
terms as specie, and that for every debt 
or demand due us, we will receive the 
notes of said Banks. 

Resolrt’d, That the citizens composing 
this mee-ing, will use all fair and ho.ior- 
ablc means to induce the citizens of the 
county, lo take the paper of the Banks of 
the State, in discharge of their debts, and 
that, whilst they acknowledge the supre 
macy.of our laws, we will view with dis- 
trust, the acts of such of our citizens as 
may attempt to coerce the payment of 
specie from their creditors, until a re 
sumption of specie payments by the Banks 
of the Slate. 

Resolved, That whilst this meeting ac- 
knowledge the prudence of the officers of 
the Banks of Kentucky, in temporarily 
suspending payments in specie, and ex- 
press their belief that the said Banks are 
in a safe and solvent condition; yet they 
will require of the officers of the different 
Banks, that prudence in tbe management 
of their concerns which will enable them 
at some short pciiod to redeem their small 
notes, in specie, so as to give a circula- 
ting medium of change to the country 

]ie.solved, That the officers of the Banks 
In Kentucky, ho requested to make gra- 
dual calls on their debtors, of such per- 
centage on their debts ns will enable 
them, speedily, to resume specie pay- 
ments; and if said Banks wish to main- 
tain the confidence of the people of this 
Commonwealth, that they will, under no 
circumstances, increase the present debt 
due them, hy any new loan whale.vcr. 

Resolved, 'I’hat the foregoing proceed- 
ings be signed by the Chairman and Sec- 
relaryj and forwarded lo the Observer and- 
Reporter and Kentucky Gazette, for pub- 
ication .

The letter was 
sent hy a merchant vessel, but owing lo 
c.utastroplie attending the voyage it 
was not forwarded, the evelope havinSJ 
been destroyed and the address lost. The 
master of the vessel died at u neighbor- 
ing town a few days since, and his son 
found the letter amongst the father’s pa- 
pers. It is an interesting letter in many 
respects, hut is nothing more so than in 
containing Mr. Jofl’erson’s unreserved o- 
pinion of Napoleon Bonaparte. The com- 
pliment paid to our townsmen, Mr. Tick- 
nor,late professor of Spanish and French 
Literature at Cambridge, will be read 
with much pleasure by his friends here, 
and it is perhaps not unworthy of notice 
that it was wrillen during his fir.st ab- 
sence, and is now published, after an in- 
terval of 19 years, during his second ab- 
sence ill Europe:

continue it.

Though the Franklin was observed six 
miles ahead on our leaving port, yet, 
from the bend in the river, and the in- 
creasing smokiness of the atmosphere, 
she was soon lost sight of, and not seen 
again iiulil we arrived near Madison, 50 
miles from Louisville. Here she had 
slopped ten minutes, probably to deliver 
the mail, and was half a mile iihcud us 
wo passed the town. Thus we bad gain- 
ed at least 20 minutes upon her in this 
distance. Till this time, very few of the 
pnsengers knew of the race. Tlie sight 
of (he Franklin, the swiftest boat (mi the 
j Western waters; the fact that she was six 
I miles ahead on our leaving Louisville, and 
[that vve were now within hail, produced 
a belief in the minds of all that wc could 
■ beat her, and made n.s disposed to try. 

I PAiS AT WARSAW. 

The boats kept about the same distance 



putting her head to the right or left, ani 
attempting to get in a line with. After 
repealed fuilutes she at last succeeded a 
few miles below Rising Sun. This is 
twenty miles from Vv'arsaw. From its 
hioh hanks a fine view is hud of the river 
below. The citizens saw the boats ap- 
proaching, and lined the hanks as we pas, 
sod them. In passing, the two boats 
were “neck and neck,” and we were sal- 
uted with loud and continued cheers. No 
response was sent hack from either boat; 
not a sound was heard save the sonorous 
breathings of the scape pipes and ihe 
whirl of the waterwheels. The right lo 
respond belonged only to the victor, and 
that dislinclinn was vet lo be won. 

ALARM OF THE LADIES, 

A few miles above Rising Sun, the 
boats, which till now had been nhreasr, 
andjfromten to fifiy feet apart, sTiirk each 
other with a slight occussion. The la- 
dies, of whom there were twelve or fif-^ 
teen on hoard the Phillips, became a- 
larmcd. and besought their - husband-' to 
interfere. While this eonslernalion pre- 
vailed in (he ladies’ cabin and .state rooms, 
a difl’ercnl scene was wilnessedd with- 
mil; the two boats seemed to he lushed 
together, the officers of each sliuking 
hands across the railings, and tlie firemen 
and crews looking defiance. As the pas- 
sengers stepped out on 'the guards on ei- 
iherside, they were promptly ordered 
hack, that Ihe boats might tic kept in 
trim, the Phillips especially being so light 
that the weight of four or five men would 
careen her over like a canoe The 
highest excitement prevailed. The 
Franklin no longer regarded the delivery 
ol the mail, and, hod Mr. Kendall’s pen- 
alty been ten-fold greater, it would not 
have weighed a feather. The river in 
front of the boats, from the light of the 
furnaces, seemed a sheet of fire while the 
skv continued overclouded with Ihe dense 
volumes of smoke which poured forth 
from Ihe chimneys. Sometimes the 
Franklin would shoot ahead, — Our very 
breaths were held in suspense. Then 
would the Phillips recover her ground, 
and pass her adversary an equal distance. 
The cheers which hat! been sent forth a 
minute before were now relumed with 
hearty good will and a determination to 
t riumph, mixed with many horrid impro- 
calions, was belched forth by the crews 
of both vessels. In passing Pete rslmrg, 
the boats stuck with a more violent con- 
cii.ssion than before; the alarm of the la- 
dies increased, the captain of the Phillips 
was besought to desist, and assured that 
tlie Indies in question, from their consti- 
tutional nervousness, could not survive 
the excitement. Captain McClain yield- 
ed lo their importunities and in passing 
the point above the town just named hore 
away and left the cliannal to the Frank* 
I in, while a hearty cheer, followed by a 
gun, resounded from the latter. On board 
iho Franklin it is said the ladies were 
even more alarmed. Camphor, ammo- 
nia, and all the restoratives on-board flew 
around in profus.sion unlit the cabin res- 
scmhled a chemical lahoralorv. 

ARRIVAL AT CINCIN.NATTI, 
The Phillips fell in the rear of the 
Franklin, as above related, twenty-five 
miles below Cincinnatti.

Every movement, 
therefore, on ihe part of the public auihor- 
ilics, lliat might have the effect, even 
mos' remotely, to diminish ihis confi" 
uence. would be of great public evil and 
productive of the most pernicious results. 
To convene Ihe Legislature at this time 
would, in mv ofiinion, have a tendency to 
sh.ske public confidence, notonlyinihe 
Banks, bill in the Slate Government it- 
se If. The very fact, that a necessity ex- 
isted, sufficient lo cause an assemblage of 
the Legislature, would excite uneasiness 
and distrust in the public mind. Appre- 
hensions would be produced in the com- 
munity, that the Banks v.-ould cor.tii.uo 
the suspension of specie payments, under 
legi.shilive sanction — that a riiinciir. in- 
crease oi paper curicncy would ensue, or 
that the Legislature might madly attempt 
lo interfere with the obligation or con- 
tracts between individuals, and thereby 
in some measare destroy in them all mor- 
al sense of the necessity of punctuality in 
their dealings, and create a public 
disregard for the aulhority of laws and 
contracts. A large majority of the peo- 
ple of this Stale, so far .as I have ob. 
laiiied ioforination on this subject, are op- 
posed to a call ol iho Legislature at this 
lime — they do not deem it nocesaary — 
they believe il could accomplish no pub- 
lic good. *I*hcy look to the action of the 
General Government for a remedy/or the 
present deranged condition of the curren- 
cy. 'fhe Congress of the United States 
is lo meet in September ne.xl, and the 
people are opposed to tiny action of the 
Slate Government, previous to that pe- 
riod. It would not now he practicable to 
a meeting ol the lAegi:lalure earlier' 
ban some linic in the beginning of ne.xt 
month. That would be a lime very. in 
convenient for the members to leave 
home andati me peculiarly,unfavorable to 
calm, dispassionate deliberation. It 
would ininiedialely preccived onr annual 
elections, nnd might produce the most 
isastrous conseqiiohccs. Il would open 

theatre ii|ion which tho demagogus 
■.vould have an almost unlimited scope for 
he exercise of talents, used alone to pro- 
mote his own selfish views, by.playing 
upon the ignorance, the passions, and pre- 
^ idices of the people, A stale of alarm 
and excitement would be produced inim- 
cal to the operations of reason and reflec- 
tion, and, in this slate of agitation and 
ashness, before the public mind should 
become tranquil, our annual elections 
would occur under circumstances so ob- 
viously cli.sadvantageous, that no good 
could reasonably be anficiputed to result 
fr»)ni tliPin. 

But the iriost powerful reason upon my 
mind arises from a settled conviction that 
the Legislature, if now convened, could 
adopt no measure that would bring nnd 
iillcviniion to the pecuniary einbarra.ss- 
ment undec which the cqinmunily .ahors. 
It has no constitutional powers lo enact 
aws. or any other law injurious to 
the richls growing out ol public or pri 
vale contracts. It would not relieve the 
B.tiiks from any liabilities they are un- 
der to individuals, originating under the 
provisions of their ch’iricr^ No mdivid- 
uaUupon reflection, would desire the 
Leoisliiiuro to attempt the exer- 
cise of such p-rohihited powers. Wliat 
then would he accomplished by tl, to meet

Tho conduct that the Banks ought to 
adopt i.-i the inauagement of their business 
is so cl •.•ions that thera can be but one 
cpirrion about it — -that line of conduct 
i1:bv can fi.Uow without Iho aid of further 
I 'gislalion. The amount of their notes 
i'l circulation ought to be diminished by 
sinr.il but regular calls upon their debt, 
ors. 'i'his diininut'on of Ihcir paper in 
circaiatio.: ought to uo effected so gradu- 
ally as rot '.8 prixluca a sudden pressure : 
the process ought to be slow, j'et a cer- 
tr.’n one. Ey adopting thia policy, the}’ 
{ta,’ 'nspire public confidar.ee it; the pru-|

They presently sink again into pover- 
ty, or their wealth is confined to a few. 
They lose theirstrength and vigor, and 
the spirit of liberty; and fall an easy 
prey to the first powerful invader, or 
ambitious usurper. A habit of indus- 
try is first acquired by necessity ; and 
once acquired, it may continue for a 
while, after the necessity abates, un- 
less circumstances alter too suddenly. 
It strengthens the body, braces the 
mind, and aids other virtues. It gives 
patience in adversity, courage in dan- 
ger,. and perseverance, in dilliculty.
